JUDGE ORDERS 
ZIGLAR OUT OF 
MAYOR’ OFFICE 


The results of last week’s 
law suit filed against Owen 
Ziglar holding the office of 
Mayor have been released and 
Ziglar lost the case. 

Circuit Judge Riley Green 
ruled in his opinion filed in 
the Circuit Cierk’s office Mon- 
day afternoon that Ziglar could 
not lawfully hold the office be- 
cause he had voted for himself, 
breaking a 2-2 tie and thereby 
electing himself to the office 
of Mayor. 

Green ordered Ziglar ‘‘ex 
cluded and oustered’’ from the 
mayor’s office because he ‘‘ur- 
mayor’s office because he ‘‘us- 
urped the office and unlawfully 
holds and exercises the duties 
of mayor’’. 

Green assesed the court cost 
against Ziglar. He also noted 
that Ziglar could ‘‘supersede 
the execution of the ouster order 
by posting an appeal bond of 
$5,000’’ if he intneded to appeal 
the decision. 

Ziglar had not announced a 
decision on filing an appeal 
when the city council met Tues- 
day night again appointed him 
mayor, thus making it inmater- 
ial apparently. 

During the 24 hour period 
from the time Ziglar got the 
court opinion until the action 
by the city council, Councilman 
Charles Ellis served as mayor.

COLEMAN STATEMENT

open statement at the meeting 
but handed the editor of THE 
ELBA CLIPPER the following 
prepared statement: ; 

‘It has been rumored that I 


was appointed Councilman for 
the City of Elba to serve as 
a puppet,, Uncle Tom or that 
the tormer Mayor Ziglar made 
a deal for my vote. Nothing 
is futher from the truth.

Senate Hearings Bear Out Need For 
American Self-Sufficiency in Energy 


As a member of the Per- 
manent Subcommittee on Inves- 
tigations of the Senate Govern- 
ment Operations Committee | 
recently took part in a series 
of important hearings on the 
energy crisis with the purpose 
of giving the American people 
and the Congress a full, com- 
plete and honest accounting of 
the facts concerning the world- 
wide energy crisis. 

One thing is certain. There 
is definitely an oil shortage 
We would be short evenifthere 
had been no Arab .embargo. 
I told the oil company execu- 
tives at the hearing that I fault- 
ed the companies for not seeing 
the oil shortage approaching; 
or if they did realize a shortage 
was coming, why they did not 
take adequate steps to cope with 
it. 

In answer toa question from 
me, the oil executives conceded 
that even ifethey had adequate 
oil they do not have sufficient 
refinery capacity to take care 
of the demand. 

I questioned why the oil 
companies are making some 50 
percent greater profits during 
this period of shortages, andif, 
in fact, they had itsogood. The 
answer given was they were 
making more only on the in- 
creased price allowed for 
“crude oil.” 

Like most questions, there 
are two sides to the question of 
profits. For under our free 
enterprise system there’s no- 
thing wrong with profits, Fur- 
thermore, it will take literally 
hundreds of billions of dollars 
to make America self-suf- 
ficient in energy. Where is 
this money to come from but 


~-ative, 


out of company profits or from 
the government? 

1 asked Mr. Simon if, with 
profits of the companies at an 
all time high, with crude oil 
prices above the price nec- 
essary to give incentive for 
more production, and with re- 
tail prices having advanced dr- 
amatically, might we not hope 
that the peak in retail prices 
had been reached. His reply, 
if not definitely in the affirm- 
was at least encourag- 
ing. 

Then, too, I pointed out that 
fuels used in agriculture were 
apparent.» bearing a dis- 
proportiona‘s share of the price 
increases, especially propane, 
butane, and diesel. Mr. Simon 
asknowledged this and promis- 
ed to check and see if prices 
of some of these products could 
be rolled back.

Farmer Watson’s sheep, graz 
ing in their pasture one morning, 
spied a thick, molasses like liquid 
oozing out of the ground Find 
ing it appetizing, they all took a 
long drink 

Unhappily, the liquid was noth 
ing but crude oil, seeping up 
from a broken pipeline that ran 
underneath the farm. In_ short 
order the sheep sickened and 
died 

Watson lost no time in seeking 
damages from the pipeline com 
pany. In court, he pointed out 
that the company had known of 
the leak for a week 
without bothering 


more than 


to warn him 


of the danger 


Result: the court ordered the 
company to pay for the dead 
sheep. The judge said it had 
failed to exercise the “reasonable 
care” that the law demands in 
such circumstances 

This case illustrates the type of 
claim that can arise from the 
network of cross-country pipe- 
lines noW spreading swiftly un- 
der our land. 

Gas pipelines too have their 
hazards, In another case, a gas 
pipeline was laid on the surface 
of some suburban — property, 
close behind a small house. A 
resident of the house unwittingly 
backed his car over the line, 
cracked it open, and suffered a 
toxic dose of escaping gas. 

When the man asked for dam- 
ages, the company said it had a 
contractual right to lay pipeline 
“anywhere on the premises.”’ But 
a court said this did not mean it 
could do so without fair regard 
for the safety of people living 
there. 

Of course, the resident who is 
aware of a pipeline has to take 
reasonable precautions too. 

Another farmer was_ injured 
when his plow struck a buried 
pipeline, throwing him to the 
ground. But it seems he had 
known where the pipeline was, 
and had been hoping that the 
plow would just slide right by it. 


A court decided he could not 


collect damages from the pipeline 
company, 

“He contributed,’ said the 
court, “to his own hurt,”

Callaway, Secretary of the 
Army, in which he outlines the 
success of the new volunteer 
system.

Nixon said that by institu- 
ting a “cash assistance” pro- 
gram we could eliminate many 
programs that now serve low- 
income families. At first gl- 
ance, this looks like it would 
work, but knowing the Congress 
and some of my left-wing col- 
leagues who believe in spend- 
ing the taxpayers money to 
keep themselves in office, such 
a proposal is doomed to fail- 
ure. The liberals will support 
“cash assistance,” but when it 
comes time to implement the 
second part of the proposal, 
cutting out the old programs, 
then the fight will start.

As for the President’s 
brief remarks regarding Wat- 
ergate, I strongly agree.

‘Grip on Youth’ Can Slip 


When Protein in Diet Dropsj 


By LELORD KORDEL 


Number Three of a Series 


Several years ago I set out to answer to my own satis- 
faction the question of “how much protein is enough?” 
Using myself as a guinea pig, for eight months I gradu- 
ally and deliberately cut the amount of protein in my 


daily meals to a point which I knew to be inadequate. 


Every 24 hours I wouid consume only one medium- 
sized portion of either cheese, eggs, meat, fish or poultry. 


And about once a week I would skip protein entirely. 


During the first several 
months after the experiment be- 
gan, I felt reasonably well. That 
is, nothing to brag about, yet, 
not exactly unwell in any recog- 
nizable way. 

But I did notice that an eve- 
ning on the lecture platform or 
a day at my desk writing would 
eave me feeling head-and-body 
weary. 

This was the first definite 
symptom that all was not well 
with me, because my usual 
strenucus daily routines, either 
while traveling or at home, had 
never before induced in me this 
kind of fatigue. All I wanted to 
do was to sink into a chair and 
remain there in an exhausted 
kind of half-stupor. 


EFFECTS OF LOW PROTEIN 


About the end of the seventh 
month of my self-imposed pro- 
tein deficiency, I began noticing 
that my ordinarily good appe- 
tite was no longer so good. Meal- 
time became merely a routine 
that I must adhere to because 
it was “time to eat.” 

My customary pleasure in peo- 
ple and events was also gone; 
‘noticed that even commonplace 
little matters would irritate me 
out of all proportion to their im- 
portance. I found myself ‘‘too 
‘tired’ to have fun with my chil- 
dren, and any crisis, however 
petty, would find me without my 
former ability to make quick de- 
cisions. 

In other words, I was not the 
man I used to be. If I had not 
been aware of the cause for my 
“slipping,” I would have been 
panicked by that unpleasant dis- 
covery that many of you may 
have already faced: I was losing 
my grip on youth. 

The time had now arrived to 


discover whether or not, after 


deliberately sending my youth 
on its way, I could coax it to re- 
turn by building up the amount 
of protein in my daily meals. 
Within a month after starting 
to eat three high-protein meals 
a day, I could sense a marked 
change for the better in my dis- 
position. And not only was my 
zest for life definitely on the in- 
crease, but my face had lost its 
Strained, weary expression, 
while the same daily routines no 
longer left me fatigued and 
chair-bound at night.

I hope that you, too, may ex- 
perience that inexpressible joy 
of once more feeling like your 
old self.

Although it’s easily possible 
for every man, woman and child 
in this country to get enough 
protein for an optimum diet, re- 
cent surveys have disclosed the 
alarming fact that the diets of 
from 50 to 60 percent are dan- 
gerously lacking in protein.

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NO TILL SAVES FUEL 

During recent articles I 
have discussed some ofthead 
vantages of no till farming such 
as reducing soil erosion, con 
serving moisture, and saving 
time. Recent research at the 
University of Nebraska points 
out another important saving 
that is of great concern to all 
of us: no till farming great- 
ly reduces the amount of fuel 
needed to produce an acre of 
corn, While these data are 
from Nebraska they will apply 
to southeast Alabama 

No till farming was com 
pared to conventional planting 
of corn for both diesel and 
gasoline. The no till area was 
planted, sprayed, and com- 
bined for a total of three trips 
across the field. Conventional 
farming included planting, sp- 
raying, and combining; but 
also included chopping stalks 
3 diskings, breaking, and two 
cultivations for a total of ten 
trips across the field The 
no till method reduced diesel 
needs from 5.33 gals/ac. to0,78 
gals/ac. and reduced gasoline 
needs from 7.40 gals/ac. to 
1.25 gals/ac From this we 


see that conventional planting 
of corn used 6.8 times as 
much diesel and 5.9 times as

FIRE ANT CONTROL 

There surely is a lot of 
interest in controlling fire ants, 
especially in pasture land. Dr. 
John Bloch of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Indus- 
tries in Montgomery and I are 
working on a program to help 
a few farmers. We had a5,000 
acre allocation that Dr. Bloch’s 
crew will treat this spring. 
I sent the letter to Coffee 
County farmers and in less 
than 48 hours we had requests 
for the 5,000 acres. I hope 
the acreage will be expanded 
in the initial treatment. 

I understand that those who 
do not get in for the first 
treatment will get priority in 
the second allocation, This will 
be a fall treatment. 

Of course, this treatment 
will only last for eight to nine 
months. In order to keep them 
under control, it will be nec- 
essary to treat with Mirex 
each year. I wish we had 
something that would kill them 
completely and forever, but 
evidently a material that will 
do this and still be safe in 
the environment has not been 
developed. 


FARMERS’ QUESTIONS 

The meeting held Friday 
night at the Junior College 
in Enterprise with a group 
of farmers was an eye-open- 
er.

In fact, our farmers 
would like to. see some stab- 
ility in federal programs ra- 
ther than abrupt changes every 
few years.

Supplemental 
Checks To 
Be Issued 


State supplemental checks 
to the aged, blind, and dis- 
abled for January to make up 
any difference between Decem- 
ber assistance checks and am- 
ounts paid under the new Fed- 
eral Supplementary Security 
Income (SSI) program will not 
be mailed on the 23rd and 28th 
as in the past, Pensions and 
Security Commissioner Ruben 
K. King said today. 

“Eligible persons will rec- 
eive their checks,” the Com- 
missioner said firmly, “but 
the change-over from the old 
System to two new systems of 
payment has caused unavoid- 
able delays and problems.” 
King pointed out that amounts 
paid by the Department of Pen- 
Sions and Security must be re- 
lated to amounts paid by the 
Social Security Administration 
for SSI, a fact which necessi- 


tates extensive exchange of in-. 


formacion between the State and 
Federal agencies. Alsoaffect- 
ing the change were additional 
amendments to the Federal law 
which increased SSI payments 
retroactively .to January 1, 

The checks will be mailed 
at the earliest possible date, 
according to the Commis- 
sioner, and eligible persons are 
requested not to call the State 
or county department about 
them, 

“To comply with the new 
legislation we must have com- 
plete SSI data before we can 
issue the supplemental che- 
cks,” King concluded, “and 
we strongly regret any incon- 
venience or hardship caused 
by the delay.” He expressed 
confidence that the payments 
can be made on schedule as 
soon as initial difficulties in 
setting up the new systems 
are straightened out.
